operate with the Children's Bureau 
here in child- health 'conferences 
and educational work. 'But the last' 
appropriation ran out June 30, 
1929,-and Congress had neglected 
to make another one. 


Made Bigger Appropriations 
The work among, mothers and 


prospective mothers was brought to 
a standstill in several states, but 
about 15 states appropriated larger 
sums than over from their own

A Milk Benefit 


Milk leaves an alkaline ash, so 


when plenty of milk' is used with 
a cereal, the acid reaction is bal- 
anced'' by the alkaline reaction. 


It's rather. Interesting to know 


that among the "miscellaneous" 
foods, almonds, chestnuts, cocoa- 
nuts, molasses and mushrooms 
liave an alkaline reaction. 


Both flavor and food values may 


be lost by careless cooking, 'so not 
only a knowledge of the foods noc- 
essar.v for daily meals but ability
